2. citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-30 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by each of Voelskow, Wood, Then, Stoyan. 

Voelskow (4,745,059) teaches in column 1 lines 33-57, preparing phenylalanine from an acid. 
Wood (4,710,467) teaches in columns 2, 3 and 8, preparing phenylalanine from an acid. 
Then (5,753,470) teaches in columns 1, 2 and 9, preparing amino acids by transamination. 

Stoyan (5,854,035) teaches in column 3, synthesis of amino acids by reductive amination of the corresponding keto acids. 
Each of the features of the claims are taught by the above references for the same function as claimed.
